This workshop will incorporate design examples and 

assembly demonstrations of innovative new bracing solutions. Special attention will be given to garage fronts, stacked narrow 

bracing panels, and two-story great room walls. Simpson Strong-Tie staff will be presenting code compliant solutions that will 

enable more efficient designs while maintaining structural safety.
